Austin Texas—The Forty-1 bird Leg­ 
islature, now nearing the close of its 
regular session, will likely reduce tIi** 
costs of State government from 25 to 
30 per cent, 
Up to the present time 
it has created no new commissions or 
bureaus and levied no important new 
taxes. 
Every branch of tho 
State 
government has had its budget reduc­ 
ed. 
Equally important is the passage 
of legislation designed to stop tax 
evasions, and to provide penalties that 
will issure more effective enforcement 
of special taxes, such as the cigarette 
and 
gross 
productions 
taxes. 
The 
Comptroller climates 
that 
at least 
$5,000,000 
in 
these 
special 
taxes, 
which have been lost through inade­ 
quate enforcement facilities, will be 
saved and added to State revenues. 


There are two constitutional amend­ 
ments pending, which if adopted, will 
be of far-reaching importance. One 
would arbitrarily limit total expendi­ 
tures of the State and the other would 
abolish the fee system of compensat­ 
ing county officials and make for 
lowering 
the 
tremendous 
costs 
of 
county 
government, 
which 
averages 
much higher than State government. 
The first of these amendments has 
passed tin* Senate and the second has 
passed the House. Prospects of their 
submission seems good, blit citizens 
pan do a real service* by urging tho 
submission of these two amendments. 


Iii', spite of failure to adequately 
meet conditions in many respects, the 
present session of the Legislature may 
be counted a success, if it adheres 
to its present apparent 
purpose to 
levy no new taxes and cut expenses 
and also submits these two amend­ 
ments. 
These amendments will open 
the way for permanent tax reform 
and 
provide 
effective 
safeguards 
against recurrence of the recent orgy 
of spending by all branches of govern­ 
ment.

An am azing ocean journey of 
4100 miles made by a Firestone 
airplane tire dropped by Clyde 
Pangburn and H ugh Herndon in 
their epoch making round the 
world flight in 1931 has just come 
to light through the discovery of 
the tire afloat in the Pacific off 
Cape Flattery, state of W ash­ 
ington. 
Stranger than fiction, the s CGTy 
off the tire ’s wanderings consti­ 
tutes a romantic episode without 
parallel in m aritim e and aviation 
history. The world fliers cast the 
tire into the sea with the rest of 
the undercarriage of their plane 
shortly a fte r taking 
off from 
Samushiro Beach in Jap an Octo­ 
ber 3, 1931, their purpose being 
to lighten their burden and tiups 
to save gasoline and gain speed. 
Two days later they made their 
fam ous 
“ fishtail” 
l a n d i n g 
at 
W enatchee, W ashington, sliding 
to a stop on the metal “belly” of 
the plane. 
No one 
ever expected again 
to hear of the discarded landing 
gear. Weighted with heavy metal, 


it was supposed to have gone to 
a w atery grave from which it 
could never return. But one of the 
tires a t least had other plans. 
Through the buoyancy of the still 
fully inflated tube, it came to the 
surface and, carrying the wheel 
with it, began its rem arkable voy­ 
age to American shores. 
The course it followed was p re ­ 
sumably the same as th a t taken 
by the fliers, but the tim e con­ 
sumed was more than sixteen 
months as against two days they 
required for the trip. 
Tile tire 
was discovered bobbing up and 
down in the ocean by Captain Ivar 
Bag’gen of the Schooner Presho 
less than two bungled miles from 
the spot where *Pangborn and 
Herndon landed on their return to 
this country.

Captain 
Baggen 
had 
brought the airplanG tire ashore, 
the m ystery of where it had come 
from was soon cleared. Through
